roads and 'bridges, growth of build­ 
ing and maintenance activities un­ 
der Stete supervision, and a sharp 
decrease in the proportion of con­ 
tributions in the form of statute la­ 
bor mark the development of high­ 
way work in the United States dur­ 
ing the past 12 yrs. 
These facts are 
brought out by statistics 
for 
the 
calendar year 1915 recently 
com­ 
piled by the Office of Public 
Roads 
and Rural Engineering of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. 


The total length of public roads in 
the United States outside the limits 
of incorporated towns 
and 
cities 
was about 2,452,000 miles on Janu­ 
ary 1, 1916. 
Of this, about 277,000 
miles, or 11.3 per 
cent, 
were 
im­ 
proved with some form of surfacing. 
The mileage of sui faced roads has 
been increasing at the rate of about 
16,000 miles a year, and in 1915 ap­ 
proximately one-half of 
this 
in­ 
crease was made under the super­ 
vision of State 
highway 
depart­ 
ment^. 
In addition 
these 
depart­ 
ments supervised the maintenance of 
nearly 52,000 miles of 
main 
and 
trunk line roads. 
The increase in expenditures for 
road and bridge work in the United 
Status has been from approximately 
$80.000,0(H) 
per 
year in 
1904 
to 
about *282,000,000 in 1915, an in­ 
crease of more than 250 
per 
cent. 
The exj>enditure of State funds dur­ 
ing this same period increased from 
about $2,550,000 to more than $53,- 
000,000. 
In addition, 
more 
than 
$27,000,000 of local funds was spent 
under State 
supervision 
in 
1915, 
bringing the total road and 
bridge 
expenditures managed by the States 
to 
$80,514,699. 
This 
amount 
is 
greater than the total 
expenditures 
for roads 
and 
bridges 
from 
all 
sources in 1904. 
The growth in importance of the 
State 
highway 
departments 
has 
been rapid. 
The first of these agen­ 
cies was credited in 1891 
in 
New 
Jersey and now some form of high­ 
way 
department 
exists 
in 
every 
State except 
Indiana, South Caro­ 
lina, and Texas. 
Since their incep­ 
tion these departments had expend­ 
ed to January 1, 1916, an aggregate 
of $265,350,825 in State funds for 
road and bridge construction, main­ 
tenance, and administration. 
They 
lad constructed over 
50,000 
miles 
of roads in co-operation 
with 
the 
States.

promise 
to 
“endow” the bride “with his wordly 
goods,” be elminated. 
A committee will recommend that 
the commandments be shortened by 
the omission of the reason for their 
.observance. 
The 
recommendation 
will be based on the fact that the 
reasons were peculiar to the life of 
the Israelites and that changed mod­ 
ern ways have robbed 
the 
argu­ 
ments of much of their weight. 
The committee 
on 
revising

recommend the

the words. 
“For 
Thine is the Kingdom and the Power 
and the Glory Forever.”

He Urges Continuance of the Policy 


to Keep Local Congregation 


The Unit 


( By United Pnu.) 


Des Moines, la., Oct. 10.—Church 


men and women of all creeds were in- 
vited to attend general conventions 
of the Church of Christ, thns mak- 
ing of these conventions truly world 
meetings for propagating Christian 
thought, said Rev. W. P. Richard- 
son, of Kansas City, president of 
the convention here, in his address 
last night. 


The Rev. Mr. 
Richardson com- 


pared phase -by phase, growth of the 
Christian church and of the United 
States, showing them to be parallel. 
America and the church 
both had 


their periods of discovery, revolu- 
tion, and construction. 
Both 
now 


are in the phase of conservation. 


The Rev. Mr. Richardson 
urged 


continuance of the church policy of 
making the local church the 
most 


important unit, and of fighting1' all 
efforts toward 
ecclesiastical organ- 


ization. 


"In inviting our sister churches to 


join with us in such a convention as 
this," he said, "we are returning to 
the primitive ideal 
of the fathers, 


as expressed by the first missionary 
organization which they effected. 


"The world is asking, 
'What 
is 


your aim—and how are 
you em- 


bodying it in your community life?' 
This challenge we must meet or we 
will harden into a sect, and be re- 
legated to the limbo to which all 
sectarianism is ultimately doomed. 


"Our forces are but partially em- 


ployed at present. Of our 3415 con- 
gregatio.ns in the United States and 
Canadaronly 3007 gave last year to 
our 
foreign 
Christian 
missionary 


society, 2,173 to 
our 
American 


Christian missionary 
society, and 


but 1190 to the board o'f church ex- 
tension. 


"In coming out of the Babylon of 


Sectarianism it is not possible that 
we have brought somewhat of its 
spirit with us. We have been over- 
eager for growth in numbers, anx- 
ious to make a showing in the diver- 
sity and rapid increase of our ac- 
tivities. We need to think if spirit- 
ual values ather than merely arith- 
metical. Biologists will tell us that 
a three legged chicken is not more 
chicken ,but less, than one with two 
legs. The former is more legs but 
less chicken. A freak is not a for- 
ward step in any development of 
life."

11.3 PER CENT ARE IMPROVED 


Mileage of Surface Highways is In- 


creasing at the Rate 16,000 


Miles a Year. 


Washington, Oct. 10.—Rapid in 


crease in 
total expenditures 
for 


roads and 'bridges, growth of build 
ing and maintenance activities un 
der State supervision, and a sharp 
decrease in,the proportion of con 
tributions in the form of statute la 
bor mark the development of high 
way work in the United States dur 
jug the past 12 yrs. These facts are 
brought out by statistics 
for 
the 


calend-ar year 1915 recently com- 
piled by the Office of Public 
Roads 


and Rural 'Engineering of the F. S 
Department of Agriculture. 


The total length of public roads in 


the United States outside the limits 
of incorporated towns 
and cities 


was albout 2,452,000 miles on Janu- 
ary 1, 1916. Of this, about 277,000 
miles, or 11.3 per 
cent, were , im- 


proved with some form of surfacing. 
The mileage of surfaced roads has 
been increasing at the rate of about 
16,000 miles a year, and in 1915 ap- 
proximately one-half of 
this 
in- 


crease was made under the super- 
vision of State 
high-way 
depart- 


ments. In addition these 
depart- 


ments supervised the maintenance of 
nearly 52,000 miles of 
main 
and 


trunk line roads. 


The increase in expenditures for 


road and bridge work in the United 
States has 'been from, approximately 
$80,000,000 per year in 1904 to 
about $282,000,000 in 1915, an in- 
crease of more than 250 per 
cent. 


The expenditure of State funds dur- 
ing this same period increased from 
about $2,550,000 to more than $53,- 
000,000. In addition, 
more 
than- 


$27,000,000 of local funds was spent 
under State 
supervision in 1915, 


bringing the total road and -bridge 
.expenditures managed by the States 


o $80,514,699, This amount 
is 


•reater than the total expenditures 
for roads and bridges 
from 
all 


sources/in 1904. 


The growth in importance of the 


State highway 
departments 
has 


been rapid. The first of these agen- 
cies was credited in 1891 in New 
Jersey and now some form of high- 
way 
department exists 'in every 


State except Indiana, South Caro- 
lina, and Texas. 
Sin«e their incep- 


;ion these departments had expeud- 
3d to January 1, 1916, an aggregate 
of $265,350',825 in State funds for 
road and -bridge construction, main- 
tenance, and administration. 
They 


had constructed over 50,000 miles 
of. roads in co-operation 
-with 
the 


States. More than 40,000" miles of 
these roads were. surfaced. 


The falling off in the value 
' of 


road work performed by statute and 
jonvict laibor was from $20,000,000 
in 1904 when the total road expen- 
ditures were $80,000,000 
to about 


$15,000,000 in 1915 when the total 
jxpenditures had grown to $282,- 
000,000. This was a reduction from 
25 per'cent of the total in the for- 
mer year to less than 5J per cent of 
the total in 1915. 


Lin increase in the use of better 


and more expensive types of roads 
also is shown by the recently com- 
piled statistics. 
This development 


has been due, ha large part, to the 
great increase in automobile traffic. 
It is estimated that there are now 
approximately 2J 
million, automo- 


biles in use on -tries-roads- of 
the 


country, or 1 car for every mile of 
road. This present .motor, traffic-is 


excess of traffic of all -soils 12 


years ago. 


The cash road and bridge expen- 


ditures of the United'States-averag- 
ed "only $28 per mile of rural roads
